TWO BOOKS IN THE BIBLE WRITTEN TO MAKE 


CLEAR THAT SALVATION IS BY SIMPLE 
FAITH 
Many, many times in the gospel of John we are tole 
that those who believe in Christ are sawed; that they 
have everlasting life, or eternal life, that they are not 
condemned. In many, many cases we are told that people 
believed in Christ. 101 times in this short gospel the 
words ‘“‘believe’” or “‘believed’”’ or “believing’’ are used. The 
reason for all this isegiven in John 20:30,31 
“And many other signs truly did Jesus in the presence 
of his disciples, which are not written in this book: $1. 
But these are written, that ye might believe that 
Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God; and that believing 
ye might have life through his name.” : 
The book of John is particularly written to make 
clear that Jesus is the Son of God, and that people whe 
believe in Him have salvation, life eternal. It is clearly 
true, that God intended us to pay particular attention te 
the gospel of John in our study of the plan of salvation. 
Genesis is the book of the beginning and as Exodus tells 
ot the coming out of Egypt, so each book of the Bible 
some particular message, and all tell of Christ. But the 
particular message of the gospel of John is the plan of 
Saivation. . 
A very similar thing is said about the first epistle of 
John. Again many times in that brief letter we are tole | 
that the believer is saved. I John 5:13 says P 
“These things have I written unto you that believe on — 
the name of the Son of God; that ye may know that ye * 
have eternal life, and that ye may believe on he name & 
of the Son of God.” J 
This epistle is written, why? That believers may kn¢
